The Great Issiuy 

— — ^* 
The letter from frho Hon. Dr. 
Holmcken, which appeared in our 
columns j eater day, will doubtless-bare 
boon road attentively. Tlicro are 
few persons who have n bettor risrltt 
to speak out on tho subject than tho 
Doctor; and yot we are unable to fol- 
low him to somo of his conclusions. 
Tha* British Columbia should ever 
think of Sir John Maadohaid and 
those who woro associated with him in 
tho groat work of empire as her friends 
is undoubted. The Pacific Province 
will, we fool assurod, retain grateful 
recollections of those who so manfully 
fought her battles at Ottawa. But it 
is with tho living present, rather than 
the dead past, that we have now to do; 
and it is open to question how far we 
would bo justified in looking for Mr. 
Mackenzie's policy iu Planotus' tele- 
grams — especially when they contra- 
dict what the Canadian Premier has re- 
ferred British Columbia to as an index 
to his policy. For our own part, look- 
ing at tho whole matter, and taking 
into consideration Mr. Mackenzie's 
speech at Sarnia, in which ho dis- 
tinctly stated that Canada was bound 
to completo tho railway within the 
treaty period, and in the manner set 
forth, i. e., commencing simultane- 
ously on tho shores of the Pacific and 
at tho eastern initial point, and bear- 
ing in mind the character of the man, 
we are not at all prepared to accept, 
eithor Planotus' vorsion or the Doctor's 
conclusions. Yot, even on this point, 
it is, perhaps, safest that British Colum- 
bia should be suspicious rather than 
confiding, and she may be excused for 
being open to the change where the 
interests involved aro of such stiqoen- 
dous consequenco to her. Upon the 
other point — tho extreme unwisdom 
of British Columbia tampo ring with the 
Terms of Union at such a moment as 
tho present, wo are in full and hearty 
accord with our correspondent. Too 
ranch stress can hardly be laid on this 
point; but tho case has been s<> clearly 
stated and so forcibly put that little 
remains to be added. The utter and 
supreme folly of negotiating with Mr. 
Mackenzie at a moment liko this for 
paltry concessions in the nature of alter- 
ations in the Terms of Uuion must be 
too obvious to need comment. We do 
not desire to be understood as saying 
that Mr. Mackenzie would deal unjust- 
ly towards this Province if he had it 
in hispowor; but wo do mean to say, 
and wo say it with all tho empha- 
sis that italics can impart, that 
it would be the acme of imprudence to place 
ourselves so needlessly and gratuit- 
ously in his power as to respect of the 
Terms of Union just note. Tli.it to 
carry out the proposition of the local 
Governmentin respect to the graving 
dock and tho capitalization scheme 
would be virtually to do all this, goes 
without talking. If British Columbia is 
to make and receive concessions at all, 
let the matter bo well considered on 
both sides, and let whatever change is 
to be made in tho Terms of Union be 
as fully submitted to tho people for 
their approval or rejection as were the 
Terms themselves. But surely if Bri- 
tish Columbia is goin<j to accept any- 
thing at the hands of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in tho nature of an equivelant 
or concession for a modification or re- 
luxation of tho railway covenant, it will 
bo something more substantial than 
paltry and wholly inadequate aid I', ti- 
the graving dock. It .surely cannot 
be seriously intended to Bell out for 
twenty-two thousand pounds! In tin.' 
original Terms with which our dele- 
gates went to Ottawa, in j.870, one 
million dollars per annum was men- 
tioned as the minimum of expenditure 
on tho construction of this end of the 
railway. Sujujohg tho Dominion pays 
British Columbia a million a year for 
the delay in commencing the work? 
Jio oue could say that such would be a 
full equivalent for the prompt and 
faithiul fulfilment of the railway cov- 
enant; and no ono could, therefore, uuv 
that it would bo too much for British 
Columbia to demand or Canada to con- 
cede.

The Tragedy in James 
Bay Ward! .. 

DEATH 01' HENRY F0H51AN. 



Tlio terriblo domn.stio tragedy which 
oooarrod iu Jumea Iky Wunl on Thurs- 
day evening formed tlio only topic of 
conversation yesterday. The moat min- 
ute scraps of intelligence connected with 
tho awful event were Heizeil upon witli 
avidity by anxious groups, ami passed 
from mouth to mouth, noouinulatiug 
frosh horror at oaoli recital. Wehooluy 
jjuhsoiI an uneasy ni;;lit, sleeping but 
Httio on liia hard bed in the cell, which 
contrasted strangely with tlio luxurious 
quarters from which his wicked act had 
caused him to be torn. Towards morning 
lio expressed surprise at his situation, 
and yrofossod entire ignorance, of the 
causes which led to hia committal to pri- 
son. When told of what ho had done, ho 
said ho had drank heavily and remember- 
ed nothing— that his mini was a blank 
since Wednesday afternoon. Dr. Helni- 
ckon visited him about 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning ami found him in a stale of 
mental depression, for which nome simple 
reniodios were applied and he soon re- 
covered his composure. Mr. Gorman, he 
says, was his, best friend, from whom he 
had received every kindness. It was in- 
tended to bring him before Mr Elliott at 
12 o'clock, and crowds of people gathered 
at tho Town Hall and in the streets to sec 
him brought along; hut it was afterwards 
decided to postpone the examination till 
to-day. 

DEATH or THE VICTIM. 

Mr* For man died in Mr. Anderson's 
bouso at 1 1: it) o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Ho lost consciousness about 8 o'clock 
and gradually sank afterwards, appear- 
ing to suffer little or no pain towards the 
last. Tho scone at his death-bed is des- 
orihod as very affectin » — his poor wife 
ftud daughter, who had been s.j cruelly 
robbed of their husband and father I)}' ono 
vrho should have protected him. being 
almost heart-broken. The case of Mrs. 
fiohooltiy is s. very sad one. She is a 
daughter of Mr. Fornmu by his first wife 
and joined her father here two years and 
h half ago. The marriage with the 
wretched man who is her husband was 
BolenlDizeri about eighteen months ago. 
find it is sad indeed to know that ere the 
orange-blossoms have lost their fragrance, 
pho is called upon to don tlio emblem of 
»voo under such terrible ciro am stances. 
It is said that she has kuowa but little 
happiness since her marriage. 

THE HOUSE 

In which the crime was perpetrated is 
* Hituatod oa St. Lawrence stroct and not 
Q leheo streot, as erroneously s!a 6.1 yes- 
terday. It is a one-story cottage, well 
furnished and has an air of comfort and 
neatness not often seen in a new country. 
The apartmentment occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs.Sehooley opens into the dining-room 
The kitchen adjoins the dining-room and 
being lower is connected by a flight of 
four steps. At tho head of those steps 
Sckooley stood when ho fired tho shot-. 
The shot which passed through Foreman's 
hand struck tllO table at which the doom 
ed man-was seated, gouging out a piece of 
the wood and then burying itself in the 
wall. Tho second shot poor Format! 
carried nway in his clothes. The thot 
which Schooley tired at officers Clarke 
andBoeclier, bored a hole through a pau- 
el'of the door leading from the dining- 
room and buried itself in the casing of 
tho front doer. As the hall is narrow one 
shudders to tbioU that the missile must 
have gono within an inch of striking out 
or both of those brave men. Yesterday 
morning tho police found another derrin- 
pjer between the that trasses of Schooley's 
b 'd, loaded and cocked. This makes three 
pistols rouiVy for use and a huge bowie- 
knife, belonging to Schooley, that have 
been discovered.

Tho clan, coolness: courage and tact 
shown by Mr. Kay in the capture of 
Schooley, is praised on every side, lie 
is the lion of the hour— tho hero of the 
- event; and the extraordinary coolness 
with which ho entered the bouse and be- 
fore proceeding to the business of cap- 
tiring the arainl deipartlo sit • down 
nhd partook of the supper which had 
been spread for tho unfortunate man who, 
' alas! was destined never to cat it, is the 
only touch of tho grotesque in tho aid 
tragedy. After fortifying tho inner man 
with the good cheer, Mr. Kay passed 
cautiously into tlio dining-room, thence 
into the bed-room and seiv.ed Schooley as 
he was in the act of rising, pistol in hand, 
to lire. Lt will be remembered thai last 
summer Mr. Kay captured, under simi- 
lar ciroumstaces, a citizen who having 
becomo demented had kept at bay with 
a Hon ry rifle aud a bountiful supply of 
cartridges the entire police force and a 
number of specials for an entire night. 

Till! PRISONER. 

Schooley was affected to tears last oven - 
• iug when speaking of the event. The 
death of Formao was concealed from him 
by tho gaolers, and he is constantly ex- 
pressing the hopo that he may recover. 
Tho prisoner was the original locator of 
tho Hope silver loads and realized a con- 
siderable sum by the sale of a portion of 
those leads. He is about 45 years, a car- 
penter by trade and has been in the coun- 
try about 15 years. 

Tho flags of the engine-houses drooped 
sadly at half-mast yesterday, Mr. Formal! 
having been First Assistant of tho Union 
H. A £. Co. He was also anieraber of the 
Vie tor la Lodge of Odd FuIIovvb, under 
whose auspices tho remains will be buiied 
to-inJiTJW from (Jurist Ouuroh, 



Coroner's Inquest. 

Judge Pom bur ton yesterday summoned 
tho following jury and proceeded to hold 
an inquest over the remains of the deceas- 
ed, \V. MeXuTe, A, It. Partridge (fore- 
nun), M. Mnnro, D. McOrogor, H. Han- 
sard, W. L. Bonke. 

Tho Coroner and Jury proceeded to tho 
yeuidoiioe of Mr. Anderson, St Lawrence 
street, where tho body was laying. Here 
the jury Ware sworn in, and after viewing 
tho body adjourned to the house of do- 
ooascd on tho opposite side of tho street, 
where tho following testimony was taken: 

James R. Anderson, sworn— While seat- 
ed at dinnar last ovening about ti o'clock, 
wo hoard some screams and immediately 
of ter the scroams a shot; I ran out and 
saw two people coming clown my garden- 
path; hoard ono of them ory, "Mr. An 
dcrson, Mr, Anderson, I'm shot] School- 
er has shot mo twice- I'm dying. For 
Ood'8 "uko take mo inl" By the voice I 



recognized tho person who called to be 
Henry Formnn, Ho was staggering in 
the path. Capt. Gaii din and I went out 
to his assistance and curried him into the 
house. I went for Dr. Helmeken and re- 
ported the natter to the Police. Formnn 
died this forenoon a. little before llo'clk; 
I last saw him alive this morning about 
8y t o'clock. 

Mrs. Jano Formnn, widow of tho do- 
ooasod, was hero called anil entered the 
room. Sho labored under groat emotion, 
sobbed bitterly and almost hysterically. 
Her deep anguish touched tho hearts and 
enlisted the sympathy of all present. She 
said: A little after 0' o'clock last evening 
Mr. Forinan was seated at tho table and 
I was in tho act of putting something on 
tho table when I saw Thomas Schooley 
come to tho dining-room door and tire u 
pistol oil'. My husband's back was to- 
wards Schooley . Schooley stood on the 
top of the four steps leading to tho kitch- 
en. Mr. Forinan said, "I'm shot!" and as 
he rose to rush Out Schooley fired again. 
We then ran over to Mr. Anderson's, he 
screaming all tho time, "Mr. Anderson! 
Mr. Anderson! Schooley's shot mo twice!'' 
I sa.v tho pistol plainly in Schooley's 
hand; it was a long dark one. I was pre- 
sent whon Mr. For'man died at 11% 
o'clock this morning; he was very calm 
indeed. 

To a Juror — One night Schooley's wife 
and I wero here alone and he threatened 
to shoot both of us with tho same pistol. 
Ho moved his trunks out that night and 
commanded his wife to go with him. She 
refused and ho then threatened to shoot 
us. Yesterday ho staid in the houso all 
day drinking port wine. He made messes 
over the Uoor and when Fornian came 
homo I set the supper in tho kitchen. 
Schooley then threw" a pitcher down the 
steps. Mr. Fornian came into this room 
and remonstrated with him. Schooley 
mads a dirty remark" anil Mr. Fornian 
said — "(Mi, Tom, you mUBt not talk to 
me like that, I'm not a dog." Mr. For- 
nian then came nnd sat down at tho table 
in the kitchen. Schooley immediately 
went into his bedroom, fetched out his 
pistol and shot Mr. Forinan. 

To a Juror— Only two shots were fired.

About (\ l / t o'clock last night Mr. Ander- 
son called mo to see Mr. Forinan. I went 
and found Mr. Forman suffering fiom the 
effects id' two pistol shot wounds. One 
ball had passod through the right hand. 
There was a wound a little below the 
right shoulder-blade and a third wound 
on the loft breast a little below tho loft 
sternum. The two latter wounds 1 deem 
to havo becu caused by a ball passing 
through tho chest, entering at the back. 
Be was in a very weak state. 1 stopped 
at tho house all night; but lie never com- 
pletely rallied from the shock. I left 
him at ten o'clock this morning, and 
shortly afterwards lie was taken worse 
and died about- 11] i o'clock. I found a 
pistol-ball lying upon bis undershirt. 1 
beliove that' ho died from the efiects of 
the shot through the chest. 

Tho Jury requested that a postmortem 
examination be made, and the enquiry 
was adjourned until Monday, at 1 p.m.

Over '200 persona wero present an 1 
amongst them the Premier, the Mayor, 
and many of tho lion, members of the Le 
gislative Assembly. Tho affair was a com- 
plete success.

Tho koug-I^oi'sotton Tax 
Question Asivin. 

Editor Colonist. -The remarks made 
in answer to Mr. Duck's protest against 
the imposition of tho Tax Salo Act, 
show us much ignorance of the merits 
of this vexed question, as usually falls 
to the lot of the Government. Their 
great object is not to do justico, but 
to get in funds. The net which they 
how soek to set n-sido wns passed in 
consequence of the report of a Commis- 
sion called by Mr. Mucgrave, and al- 
though the net diil not give the relief 
which was considered duo to the per- 
sons whose property was affected, yet 
it had some show of jt'.stice. It is hard- 
ly necessary to recall tlio fuel, bat I 
w ill do so shortly. The Land Tax was 
formally abolished in 181)6, seven years 
ago, and on an attempt being made to 
collect the taxes apparently in arrear.it 
was conclusively shov-n that the books 
had been so Icopt that taxes which had 
been paid were not entered, that land 
was assessed throe or four times over 
in different persons' names, and, in 
fact, that in tlio generality of instances 
tho Government had no moral right 
to collect those arrears. Tito facts 
wero so evident that Mr. Musgrave 
stigmatized the .system which hud been 
pursued as disgraceful, and so far from 
the Government giving tlio public or 
the unfortunate q invert of land fioine 
$10,000, as Mr. AViUkem puts it, the 
Government wero prevented by feel 
ings of shame at tho disgraceful sys- 
tem that had existed from seeking to 
make people pay over nguituhe money 
which their books and the receipts 
showed had been already received by 
their officers. Inordinary affairs of life 
six years acts as a bar to the recovery of 
a debt. The G iverumant, Howe .or, seeks 
'o recover money due, as they hay, twelve 
years ago. and which was not collected 
through their own negligence. Such an 
act as that proposed to bjpisiol ii ox- 
aotly line toe' uots passed by tho Commu- 
nists in Paris, relieving tenants of their 
reals, and discharging debtors from all 
liabilities, and I must say, comparing 
great things with small, the Communists 
as a Government were decidedly superior 
in intelligence, honor and patriotism to 
our prose ut ministry. If a business house 
attempted to do what Mr. Walkeni's bill 
proposes to do, it would be called swind- 
ling; but whon done by a Responsible 
Government. I wonder what is tlio cor- 
rect name to give it. P. P. 

T\he linns of tho Panther- 

Editor Colonist: — The disaster to tho 
American ship Panther in our inland wa- 
ters, on Sunday morning last, affords an 
opportunity of calling attention to the 
very reprehensible system now frequent- 
ly adopted by m is tors of foreigu-going 
ships bound to and from the lumber and 
oool-lading ports of the Province, in tak- 
ing a steam-tug and rejecting the services 
of Q pilot, lt is quite true, that while 

fair weather aud favorable opportunities 
are presented, iho assistance of a pilot 
does not appear to be absomt dy necessa- 
ry. But i i the ease before us it is pre- 
sumable that had a pilot been on board 
thi ship ho would have known that the 
depth of water in the channel through 
which the vessel was driving to destruc- 
tion was such in various localities that 
any vessel with ordinary good ground- 
tackle could have anchored, and a pru- 
dent man would havo let go his anchors 
and bitted his cable at 25 or 80 fathoms 
having every thing in readiness for veer- 
ing when the anchors thst held. 

Admitting that tlii master of tho tug 
might be acquainted with tho inland wa- 
ters of Trinconialie Channel, the circum- 
stances are such that he had, for solf-pre- 
qgrvndoii, to abandon t ho ship to her fate. 

The position of Captain Jinloli m this 
extremity was not enviable, being a per- 
fect stranger to the navigation, having to 
Contend with darkness aggravate I by a 
blinding snow storm, and certainly con- 
fusion, if not panic. I. have always main- 
tained that [diets wero necessary, and 1 
do so still; and for the credit of tiiecoun- 
tryit is time that some vigorous action 
was taken in tho matter. 

Tim maritime interests of British Co- 
lumbia are second to none, and Legisla- 
tive authority tdiauld bo courted to com- 
I pei m isters of vessols on every occasion to 
take a pilot on board. Should this sys- 
tem bo thought arbitrary lt could bo met 
by reducing the pilotage fees, -which 
should be collected and paid in as reven- 
ue, and the pilots made public servants 
of tho Crown. Until this, or sonno other 
similar courso in adopted, tho shipping 
interests of tho country will suffer in the 
same ratio, as misfortune and disaster oc- 
cur, by having to pay iuoreasod rates of 
freight and insurance.

Johnson subscribing for the remaining 
two-thirds, for which, I know they paid 
tho required deposit often per emit. Be- 
ing thus interested in t >o work most im- 
portant to British Columbia, aud endea- 
voring at the same time to make the Com- 
pany iu which Victo: i i held so great an iu- 
tort st a successful one, his absence from 
Victoria and presence atOttawa was intend- 
ed to be boueueial to the former. After 
residing at Ottawa a few weeks after the 
last session was over, he was asked home 
by his father, who had been attacked by 
a severe illness, but he at the same time 
determined to do what he could in Eng- 
land towards forwarding tho interests of 
tho Bail way. 

Another, ami probably the principal 
reason for not returning to Victoria after 
the Session, exists in tlio fact that ho ex- 
pocted to be summoned before the Com- 
mission appointed to enquire into what 
was designated the Railway scandal. Be 
had no time therefor to return to Victoria 
and back again before the Commissioners 
sat, and especially littlo time after the 
Commission had olosed its labours. 

I think I have now given the true and 
sullicicnt reasons for Mr. Nathan's ab- 
sence from Victoria— absence not com- 
pulsory, yet not spent in idleness but in 
tho ad vancementof the gr. at national woi k. 

With regard to his attention to his nihil 
duty, I think his strict attention thereto 
commands respect and will commend Mr. 
Nathan to all right-thinking people. 
Would that all the children of British 
Columbia would follow as good 
an example. I have already publish- 
ed tho endaavors air. Nathan made in be- 
half of British Columbia and need not 
repeat them— they spank for themselves 
and show that he did earnestly interest 
himself for tho material beneiit 
of his constituents. It is not 
my province at present to oppose 
any one of the other candidates, or I 
might ask the Staiiifaril what its portego 
or proprietor had done; but I will not, it 
being only my intention, as a friend of an 
absent man, a good servant of his con- 
stituents, to place on record and before 
them tho work he did, endeavored and 
intended to do in future to advance their 
interests and to refute the malicious false- 
hoods of opponents, aspirants to political 
honors. 

With regard to Mr. Nathan's future 
courso and intentions I prefer allowing 
Mr. Nathan to speak for himself on suo^ 
an important subject when ho solicits 
the honor of serving the electors of Vic- 
toria District.

pupils, even, as well as himself. An ex- 
planation here as necessary. Iho pupils 
now are studying grammar, Cave passed 
t irough Lenni s E iglish Grammar tl rao 
times, an I eq> ruuoj In-: taught that 
an aditional interest can be created, in a 
study that is usually dry and irksome to 
children, by studying the grammar' in 
connection with the translation of some 
language, " knowing that, ail grammars 
arc essentially the tame, whether the lan- 
guages of which they treat are within the 
comprehension id' the Superintendent or 
not, hence Andrew's & Stoddard's Latin 
Grammar was introduced. None are 
considered better by those competent lo 
ju ifr >. Snperontendo.it Alston approved 
of the motlio 1. Archdeacon Reece, who 
whs a frequent visit n-, did the same lu - 
oauSo, no dbnbt, they were capable of 
approeiating its merits. Tho only mis- 
take was that due allowance was not made 
for Mr. Alston's successor, 

As to geography, Mr. Jessop examined 
the elans that had previously finished the 
study and expressed himself highly pleas- 
ed with the promptness with which the 
questions were answered, considering 
tlio length of time since, it had been re- 
viewed. He was also informed that an- 
other class would bo started as soo.1 as 
o mp itiblo with other st mlies. If there 
wat anything- wrong in the teaching or 
management of the a diool then and thore 
wan tho time and place to correal it. If 
iho Teacher was to blame, so wore the 
Trustees, and it was, eleariy, the Super- 
inteu I nit's duty lo dire -t them how to 
do. But there was nothing to find fault 
with. 

I am awart; that Mr. "Jessop had met 
with something to disturb his temper. 
The folks iu Begg'a Settlement had got

ciety. 

The Ladles Committee (organized and distributed 
over It) distrieis. covering the whole of the City) have 
proved most useful, and havo prevented much delay 
iu the administration of assistance from time to time. 
One or two attempts at Imposition have to be record- 
ed which however were met and frustrated: but It is 
gratifjiug to know that the Society's help has been 
round acceptable where the recipients would have 
Shrunk from making known their distress known. 

The good objects of the Society are so bread sad 
eimprehensive in their character that they should 
command tho sympathy and support of the well dis- 
posed throughout the Proviuce, nnd it is therefore 
hoped that the receipts of the present year may be 
augmented so that the usefulness of the Society may 
not In any event be jeopardized.
